EVARTS. 
HIS GREAT ORATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 1.—The oration of Wiliam 
M. Evarts this evening at Cooper Union was 
one of the most remarkable efforts yet made in 
the canvass. The hall was filled in every part, 
and as many were turned away from the doors 
as found admission. Mr. Evarts directed his 
attention to showing that the success of Mr. 
Tilden in the present issue, backed as he was by 
a Solid South, would inevitably revive the ques- 
tions of the War and the old States’ Rights doc- 
trine, impair the national credit, and at once 
seriously disturb the peace and retard the pros- 
perity of the country. 

A COMPARISON. \ 

After Robeet G. Ingersoll concluded his bril- 
liant oration in Cooper Institute, a month ago, 
he wastold by one of those who pressed for- 
ward to congratulate him that he had drawn a 
greater audience, and held them spellbound 
longer, than any orator who had spoken here 
since the War. It was by national reputation 
for brilliant witticism, striking epigrams, and 
the warmest of impassioned eloquence that he 
had drawn such an audience, and by the most 
wonderful display of all these qualities of 
the orator that he had held them 
spellbound. Williamt M. Evafts, by the 
power of a national reputation as one of the 
broadest and most logical of reasoners, this 
evening drew an audience equally large to the 
same hall, and fortwo hours and a-half held 
them completely under his influence during the 
delivery of the most powerful argument against 
a return to Democratic rule which the campaign 
has produced. The two occasions were both 
equally remarkable, though differing in char- 
acter, and worthy to be mentioned together. 
Those who heard both orators have enjoyed in 
one campaign two of the finest efforts at stump 
oratory which this generation and this people 
have witnessed. | 

THE CROWD. 

People sat in the crowded hall an hour before 
the speaker or offlicer$ appeared. Passage to 
the platform was almost impassable at half- 
past 7 o’clock, and the favored few with tickets 
for the platform could pass the outer doors at 
that hour. Before 8 o’clock, the hour of speak- 
ing, a crowd greater in number than the hall 
would hold had assembled eager and expectant 
at the deorway, and had dispersed, seeing there 
was no opportunity to even enter the lobbies of 
the hall. The great hall of the Cooper Union 
never contained at a political meeting 
more men who represent the bed-r 
of the commercial, financial, and social elements 
of the metropolis. Many prominent business 
men were too late to gain admission. Six hun- 
dred of the front seats were occupied by the 
merchants who joined in the imvitation’to Mr. 
Evarts, and by their commercial friends, and, to 
an unusual extent, they were accompanied by 
their wives. Six hundred platform-tickets were 
issued, and the applications more than trebled 
that number. The Hon. William E. Dodge, 
whom Democrats have eagerly spught to c 
as a supporter of Gov. Tilden, was the President 
of the meeting. Tue list of Vice-Presidents in- 


cluded many of the most prominent men of the 


city. 

N THE EXPRESSIONS OF ENTHUSIASM 
when Mr. Evarts appeared on the platform 
with William E. Dodge and John Jay were lon 
and loud, but, when he bat been introdu 
the applause was deafcuing, aud rose and sub- 
sided several times, the audience rising to their 
feet, swinging hats and handkerchiefs, and giv- 
ing three cheers. Mr. Evarts opened his argu- 
ment with a dignified tribute to the good sense 
and keep perceptions of the American people, 
who would not bow to any master, forcign or 
domestic; who knew as much about the credit 
and political responsibilities of the nation as any 
financial house on Wall street or the moncyed 
streets of London. The American people had been 
slow to accept a necessity for war, and had 
paid for its lesson in priceless bloud and treas- 
ure. “But,” said the speaker, with rising 
voice, “we don’t want two such eye-openers in 
one generation.”’ 

REMARKABLE SILENCE. 

The applause which followed was at first very 
boisterous. Then there was a lull and a pro- 
found silence, as if the audience were weighing 
in their minds the grave importance and soicmn- 
ity of what had been uttered, and then followed 
deep and protracted applause, as if an angry 
protest at suggestion ei such an issue again 
arising. On more than one occasion during the 
evening the audience, startled into depression 
expressed by profound silence and quiet ex- 
changes of astonished glances at the momentous

The last issue of the Army and Navy Journal 
contains the following stirring appeal to the 
soldiers and sailors of the late War for the 
maintenance of the Union: 

Comnapes: In 1861

For 
what, if not for absolute freedom of thought and 
of political action? For what, if not to make all 
men free and independent? For what, if not to 
make each and every citizen in the land the peer of 
every other citizen, in all the political and civil 
relations of life? If these privileges be not secur- 
ed toevery man, woman, and child, our dead com- 
rades fought and diedin vain. If there be a com- 
munity in the United States where the citizen may 
not speak what he thinks, that community is the 
enemy of the nation. If there a State where the 
citizen may not vote his rea) * sentiments, 
that State isthe foe of liberty. Well, there are 
such communities, and there are such States. 
There are communities where to speak is to die. 
There are States dominated by the shot-gun, the 
pistol, and the bowie-knife. re are in Chicago 
political refugees from those communities and 
those States. They have been driven from their 
homes in violationof the guarantees of the sti- 
tution, and in scorn of the perils you encountered 
and the sufferings you endured to insure an un- 
ending reign of liberty, equality. and fraternity. 
For these crimes against the nation, against liber- 
ty, and against the soldiers who died, and you, 
soldiers, who bear the honorable scars of war, the 
Democratic party is responsible.

TESTIMONY. 
PRELIMINARY MATTERS. 

The Hickey trial started in with quite an 
ddement of sensation yesterday. It had been 
intimated that the defense would call in some 
professional thieves to testify that the Super- 
intendent was notin collusion with them, but 
nobody supposed that the scheme would be 
carried out. The attendance at the court-room 

afternoon was larger than usual, 
owing more tothe presence of numerous wit- 
pesses than to chance visitors. 

When the court was opened, the full Com- 
mittee being pr sent, Ald. McAuley requested 
that the witnesses retire to the ante-room until 
called to the stand. Thereupon a “rash cloud ”’ 
of witnesses rose and marched out of the eourt- 
room, nearly depleting the benches. They were 
all for the defense. 


Mr. Bonfield said that the defense would offer i 


in evidence several general police orders. One 
issued Aug. 24, 1876, called the attention of the 
force to the continuance of gambling and 
swindling, and directed the men to arrest all 
gamblers and stop ali games as far as possible. 
The attorney also read a communication from 
John Tierney, the thief who, it was charged, 
was allowed to escape from the Central Station 
by paying Hickey $50. The communication al- 
leged that it was Flannigan, and not Hickey, to 


whom he paid money.

In his speech on Monday evening, Mr. 
Henpricks propounded to his audience a 
question which he has asked half-a-dozen 
times before, and which any man in his 
audience with an ounce of brains in his head 
might have satisfactorily answered had he 
been so disposed. Mr. Henpzicss said: 


The Republicans said they were ready for friend- 
ship with the South when the colored man was 
safe,—that there was no safety for him. He ad- 
mitted that there was strife and bloodshed in the 
South, but there were States in the South where 
there was no bloodshed, no strife,—in Virginia, 
Nortu Carolina, Alabama, Kentucky, and Ten- 
nessee. But in South Carolina and Louisiana there 
was. Week by week, month by month, the story 
was told of death and suffering. In all the States, 
except South Carolina and Louisiana, the Demo- 
cratic party was in the majority. But in the other 
two States the Republicans controlled all the offices 
and the machinery, and there was no safety for 
either the white or black man. For eleven years 
they had not been able to restore good government 
in two States. Inthe name of humanity, should 
not somebody else try? Would they be good 
enough to teil him why in every State where the 
Democratic party had the ascendency there was no

Ucans bave absolute control there was no quietness 
and no law? If they answered that question, they 
would have solved the whole subject of Southern 
difficulties.

The 
business of this force is to write editorials 
and communications for the various Demo- 
cratic newspapers, both daily and weekly, 
throughout the United States, to prepare 
speeches for the Democratic stumpers, ideas 
for the “* reformers,” and documents of all 
kinds for the masses. TD himself plays 
the old spider in the centre of this elec- 
tioneering net-work. Shortly after the Oo- 
tober election, TD had prepared by his 
“ Literary Bureau” aforesaid a confidential 
circular which was sent ont to all 
the State Committees and principal stump- 
ers and editors. The State Committees were 
charged with the duty of distributing it to 
all the country editors and local pot-house 
reform ” politicians.

Claim the Slate with con- 
fAdence. Do it with such confidence as to carry 
conviction to our friends and terror to our ene- 
mies. Hold meetings everywhere in your county. 
Hrult at your meetings, and press each one to go 
forward with assurances of victory. Very truly 
yours, Joun G. Tuompson, Chairman. 

How implicitly the Democratic editors and 
politicians have followed instructions and 
are playing the game of bluff is plain to 
all who observe them.

Mr. HNoDnteks, who was Mr. Trupen’s 
most formidable contdéstant for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President, and who is 
now the Democratic candidate for Vice-Presi- 
dent, ought certainly to be above the level-of 
a political mountebank. Yet, in his speech in 
this city a few nights since, he adopted one 
of the scurviest tricks of the demagogue, and 
reiterated a statement the falsity of which 
has been demonstrated over and over again. 
A man in Hznpricxs’ position can scarcely 
be thought to have been betrayed by igno- 
rance into the repetition of an exploded false- 
hood, and we must conclude that, knowing 
it to be false, he repeated it nevertheless 
for partisan advantage. The statement we 
refer to is contained in the following extract 
from HER DRS speech: 

What do vou say, my countrymen, in respect to 
a reform as to the number of public offices in the 
United States? When Mr. Lixooin went out of of- 
fice there were about 56,000 men in the civil service 
of the country. It wasatime of commotion and a 
time of trouble; and yet he administered the Gov- 
ernment with 56,000 of people in the civil service 
of the country. Inthe second year of Grant's 
Administration it had gone up to 82,000; and last 
year it had gone up to 92,000. I heard Mr. Jauxus 
C. Ropixsox, a man of great political sense in 
your State, tell this story: That a Republican came 
to Mr. LMcolx one day and wanted an office; and 
Mr. Lixcotn said to him: I have no offices to 
give; every place is filled; every hall has a peg in it 
now.” That was considered an answer in Mr. Lix- 
¢oLn's day; but now a man goes up to Washington 
and approaches a Republican member of Congress 
ora Cabinet officer and says he must have office ; 
that he is very poor and that he has done good ser- 
vice for the Republican party; that he has given his 
money and his labor, and told a great many lies 

upon the Democrats, and he must have an office. « 
They do not say to him, All the places are full,” 
but they bore a hole, and they pat him in as a peg, 
and they keep at it until 82,000 or 100, 000 are now 
eating at the substance of the people. 

This statement of Henpricxs was based 
upon a speech delivered last March in the 
House of Representatives by Mr. Dunnam, a 
Confederate member from Kentucky, who 
made a deliberate miscount of the Blue-Book 
of 1875, reported the number of employes in 
the civil service as being 102,106, and | 
charged that there had been an increase of 
44,501 since Bucuanan’s Administration, or 
rather since 1859.

Instead of the 
increase reported by Mr. Hzenpricxs, it is 
perceptible of demonstration that there has 
been a decrease since 1870, except in the

Post-Office Department, which follows the 


increase and development of the country in 
the establishment of new postal-routes and 
post-offices. The apparent increase of near- 
ly 4,000 in the Treasury Department, as 
shown in the above table, is accounted for 
by the fact that the last two Blue-Books con- 
tain certain officials never before enumer- 
ated in the list, among whom are the Deputy 
Collectors, Gaugers, Storekeepers, and mint 
employes. The apparent increase in the 
whole number of officialssince 1871 is 12,000, 
but deducting those who were not enymer- 
ated in the Blue-Book of that and previous 
years, though the offices existed then, this 
increase is reduced to 6,000 ; but the increase 
in the Post-Office Department alone is 8,000 
since 1871, showing that the force in the 
other Departments has been reduced instead 
of increased during the last four years. The 
.increase in the Post-Office Department is in- 
evitable, and it has simply followed the 
growth of the country. The Post-Office offi- 
cials, including all the Postmasters at the 
cross-roads and the saddle-bag mail-carriers 
of the frontier, number 44,897 now; there 
were 30,817 in Bucuanan’s time. The popu- 
lation of the country in Bucuanan’s time was 
probably 30,000,000, and it is now between 
44,000,000 and 45,000,000. The proportion 
of post-officials is, therefore, a little smaller 
now than it was then, or at any rate about 
the same, and there has been a steady reduc- 
tion in the actual number of employes in the 
other Departments of the Government ever 
since 1870. | 
But the chief matter we desire to urge 
now is that Mr. Hznpricxs, Democratic can- 
didate for Vice-President, following the mis-

With this reduction Gov. Tr. bum has about 
as much to do as had Gov. Bzvznipcs in 
Illinois or Gov. Havzs in Ohio. The 2- 
mill tax levied annually under a 
law retired that bounty debt, just as the 2- 
mill tax in Illinois, which, continued for 20 
years, paid off the State debt and interest of 
Illinois, When the debt in Illinois was paid, 
the tax ceased; when this bounty debt in 
New York was paid, the tax ceased. As 
well might Gov. Bzvernmaz or Gov. 
Patme n, of Illinois, claim to have reduced 
the taxation a million dollars a year, by 
the cessation of the 2-mill tax, as Gov. 
Trix to claim he had reduced taxation be- 
cause the debt-tax ceased when the debt for 
which it was levied had been paid off by the 
means provided by his predecessors. It will 
be seen that the entire reduction of the tax- 
levy which Tum claims as one of his 
„marked and wonderful reforms” corre- 
sponds exactly with the amount of tax used 
to pay off the debt and the surplus 
handed over to Trpzn. [Illinois once 
collected $800,000 a year for interest 
on her public debt; the debt being 
paid, the tax for interest was no longer 
levied. Can any of the Governors of Illinois 
elaim to have reduced taxation becanse no 
tax for interest is now levied? And yet that 
is the whole story of Triupsn’s marked and 
wonderful reforms on which Mr. Henpricxs 
and Judge Oris stated that Tum had re- 
duced the taxes of the State of New York 
$8,000,000 in one year!

pers at 16@25c. Local buyers pay 28 le for choice 
to fancy grades. Cheese was working easier. The 
continued dullness of trade has weakened the 
views of holders, and we drop our quotations a Ke. 
Prices of dried fruits, canned goods, and fish re- 
main as before. No new features were developed 
in the coal, wood, leather, and bagging markets. 
Oats were quiet and unchanged. There was a very 
firm market for linseed and turpentine. 

Lumber was fairly active at the yards and steady. 
The offerings of cargoes were small, and the sup- 
ply was sold out early at recent prices. Drugs and 
chemicals were in fair demand and steady, opium 
and chloroform being firm. Hides, wool, and 
broom- corn were active and frm. 
Seeds were dull and weak, except flax, which 
was in active request and strong. Hay was quiet. 
The offerings of potatoes in car lots were fair, but 
there was leas demand, the scarcity of freightroom 
and poor quality of the keepiug shippers 
out ot the market. Poultry game were dull 
and weak. The offerings were large and geceivers

LUMBER. 

A Saginaw corresponpent of the Northwestern 
Lumbermas makes the following estimate of the 
stock of standing pine in the State of Michigan. 
This information on which these estimates are 
based was obtained from land-lookers, who have 
had excellent opportunities to obtain a knowledge 
of the pine districts, and therefore are supposed to 
furnish tolerably accurate reports. The summary

In a late number of the Lumberman, the total 
quantity of standing pine in the State of Michigan 
was estimated at 25, 263, 360, 000 feet. 

This question of the supply of pine is one upon 
which no two of the lumber statisticlans have been 
able to agree, and probably never will. It iss 
dificult matter to figure closely, and most of the 
estimates are little better than wild guesses. Some 
of the gentlemen who have given much attention 
to this subject predicted a few ago that the 
then annual rate of production would be exhausted 
in about twelve years; but, notwithstanding the 
fact that armies of men are sent into the woods 
every winter, the great forests show few signs of 
giving out, and many of the remote sections have 
scarcely heard the sound of the woodman’s ax.
